Tnfc  French  nation  has  unuouor- 
edly  decided  i's  fa  e,  and  foreign 
powers  cannot  refufe  to  acknowl- 
edge rhe  truth  cf  this  afl-rrnon.

Adtmbly,  whofe  powers  were  cou-

three  Departments  to  put  an  end  to 
I  heir  cxdlence,  and  ip  fupply  their 
place  by  a  reprefentation  invefied 
with  all  the  powers  and  complete 
f  jvereit;nty  of  the  French  peop!?, 
authoriffd  by  the  Conftitu'.ion  ltlelf, 
under  the  name  of  th;  National 
Convention. 

Tne  AfTembly,  tuefirft  day  of  hi 
fitting,  actuated  by  a  fpon'aneona 
movement,  which  is  the  fime 
throuahou:  the  whole  empire,  de- 
crecd  ;hc  abolition  ofroy;ihy.  Thii 
decree  was  every  where  received] 
with  great  joy  ;  it  was  every  where 
expected  wiih  the  utmoft  itr.pati- 
er.ee  ;  it  every  where  augmenu  d  thtt 
energy  of  tiie  people  ;  and  at  pre- 
fent  it  would  be  impoilible  to  make 
the  nation  re-efi  ibhlh  a  throne,  o- 
vcriuined  bv  t!je  crimes  which  fnr- 
ronnd.il,  France  then  muft  necef- 
farily  be  coniidered  as  a  Republic, 
fi  ice  the  whole  nation  has  declared 
tiie  abolition  of  monarchy.  Thii 
Republic  mult  ti'her  be  acknow- 
ledged of  combated. 

The  powers  againft  Frahce  had 
no  right  to  intermeddle  in  the  de- 
bates of  the  National  Afsembly  on 
the  form  of  i  s  government.  No- 
power  has  a  right  to  impofe  a  law 
on  fo  great  2  nation  ;  they  therefore 
rclolved  to  employ  the  right  of  the 
ftrongeft  --hut  what  has  been  the 
relult  ?--The  nation  has  been  mora 
incenfed  ;  thev  have  oppofed  forcjf 
to  force,  and  the  advantages  ccr- 
tjinly  which  the  numerous  troops 
of  the  King  of  Pruffia  and  his  a!he* 
have  gained  are  of  very  little  confe- 
quence.  The  refiftat".c  whirh  tie 
meets  wiih,  and  which  ir.cr8cf-.s  a? 


hi  idvafices.is  hot  \66  great \o  prove 
that  the  conqueft  of  France,  repre- 
Tented  to  him  as  very  eafy,  is  abfo- 
lutely  impoflible.  Whatever  dirTe- 
rence  of  principles  may  exift  be- 
tween the  resectable  tnonarrh  who 
lias  been  milled,  ittd  tire  French" 
people,  neither  he  fior  h's  generals 
can  any  longer  confider  that  people, 
or  the  Srmies  which  oppofe  him,  as 
a  collection  of  rebels. 

The  rebels  are  thofe  infatuated 
nobility,  who,  after  having  fo  long" 
bpprcfsed  the  people  in  the  name  of 
monarchs,  whofe  throne  they  them- 
fejves  fhook,  have  completed  the 
difgracc  of  Louis  XVI.  by  taking  up 
arms  againtl  their  own  country,  by 
filling  Europe  with  their  falfehoods 
and  calumnies,  and  by  becoming 
by  their  conduct  as  foolilh  as  it  is  cri- 
minal, the  moft  dangerous  enemies 
of  Louis  XVI,  and  ot  their  country. 
J.  have  often  myfelf  heard  Louis 
XVI.  lament  their  crimes  and  their 
chimeras. 

I  ftull  leave  the  King  of  Pfuffia 
and  his  whole  army  to  judge  of  the 
conduct  ofthefe  dangerous  rebels-  — 
are  they  efteemcd  or  clefpifed  ?  I  do 
not  require  an  anfwer  to  that  queft- 
<>n,  I  already  know  it — yet  thefe 
men  are  differed  to  remain  in  the 
Fruflian  army  and  to  form  the  ad- 
vanced guard  of  it,  with  a  fmall 
number  of  Auftiians,  as  barbarous 
a«  themfelves. 

Let  us  no  v  come  to  the  Auflrians 
fince  the  fatal  treaty  of  175S.  France 
after  facrifking  its  natural  allies,  be- 
en no  a  prey  to  the  ambition  of  the 
Court  of  Vienna.  All  our  treaftires 
ferved  to  fatiate  the  avarice  of  the 
Auftrians.  In  the  beginning  there- 
fore of  our  revolution- -at  the  open- 
ing of  t'ne  National  Afsembly  under 
the  name  of  the  dates  general,  the 
intrigues  of  the  Court  of  Vienna 
were  multiplied  to  deceive  the  nati-- 
on  reflecting  its  real  interefls  ;  to 
unlead  an  unfortunate  King  fur- 
roun.led  by  bad  advifcrs,  and  laftly 
to  tender  him  perjured. 

It  is  the  Court  of  Vienna  that  has 
occasioned  the  dowdfal  of  Louis  XVI. 
What  lias  been  done  by  that  court, 
the  crooked  politics  of  which  are  too 
fubtle  to  diiplay  a  bold  and  open 
conduct  ?  it  reprefented  the  French 
as  r.ionfkrs  while  it,  an  i  the  crimi- 
nal emigrants,  paid  emifsaries  and 
confpirators,  and  kept  up  by  every 
poflible  means  the  moft  frightful  dif- 
conl. 

Th:s  power  more  formidable  to 
its  allies  than  its  enemies,  has  enga- 
ged us  in  a  war  againft  a  great  King, 
whom  we  efteem  ;  againft  a  nation 
which  we  love  and  which  laives  us. 
This  rcverfion  of  all  political  and 
moral  principles  cannot  long  conti- 
nue.
